London, Dec. 16-—Lisyd George, 
speaking at Romford, characterized 
colonial w:reference as bad business 


and worse impérialism. When Cham- 
berlain started his tariff reform cam- 
paign in 1903 the exports for the 
preceding year were 288 million 
pounds. This year Britain would éx- 
port 428 million pounds. 

Premier Asquith, speaking at Ret- 
for said that it was time there was 
plain speaking wbout the statement 
that the Liberals were at the mercy 
of the Irishmen. The Nationalists 
would only be a small portion of the 
abjority. No honorable siatesman 
would hold office without powsr, und 
the -ministers were pétfectly capable 
of taking care of their own repita- 
tions and characters. Would Balfour 
have them resign because they were 
given @ majority 6f over one hun- 
dred? (Laughter.) 

Sir Wilfrid Protests. 

London, Dec. 6.—Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
jer cabled Ian Malcolm, Unionist M.P., 
who enquired whether it was a separ- 
ation or federation scheme the Pre- 


mier thought he was subscribing to 
when he contributed to the home 
rule funds in the heat of the cam-4 


paign, such as is now going on in the 
United Kingdom: “I do not like to 
say anything which would seem like 
interference, either for or against the 
idea. J notice my name is being used 
in that way, but I must protest my 
strong desire that it should be kept 
out of the contest,” 
Objects to Trish Votes. 

Bonar Law, speaking at Welshpool, 
said it was incredible that Asquith, 
after having gone out to get increased 
power and failed to get it, could 
dream of going to the King and ask- 
ing him to use his prerogative to 
carry out the greatest revolution in 
the constitution for 200 years, with 
the only force behind it represented 
by 80 Irish votes. 

Lord Lansdowne, at Plymouth, de- 
voted the main part of his speech to 
pointing out the dangers of home rule. 
Was loyal Ulster to be included in the 
Irish parliament? If not, there would 
be five parliaments according to the 
Radical policy. Members in future 
were to be paid, He thought the re- 
sult of the elections was inconclusive. 

Talks About Canadian Affairs, 

W. F. Cockshutt, at Grimsby, said 
he knew how tariff reform worked in 
Canada, and how the United States 
had time and again made Capada the 
dumping ground until a national policy 
was devised. That policy justified 
itself in a very short time. Manu- 
factured goods had been largely re- 
duced in price, tea Was as cheap 4s in 
any country. Canada only ‘taxed 
things it paid them to tax. They let 
other things in free. They did not 
know they were paying taxes. The 
prices of poultry, fish, vegetables in 
Canada would astonish their laborers 
in England. Tariff reform would 
give more work, less unemployment, 
and a considerable proportion of the 
taxes would be paid iy the foreigner, 

Canada had been extending the hand 
to England for thirteen years in the 
matter of a colonial preference, but 
the old country had not reciprocated, 
and Canada’s hand was getting a little 
bit tired,

The members who stood by the old 
sovernment in the troubles of last ses- 
sion had their innings this morning, 
\ cen the House held a special] session 
j to finish up the busisess of the year. 
it was on the motion of the Premier, 
in connection with the closing up of 
the work of the Royal Commission 
that their opportunity arose. 


Immediately after the House met, 
the Premier, producing a list of de- 
partmental papers, etc., which had 
been in the custody of the Clerk of 
the House for the past year, asked 
that they be returned to the various 
departments. He said the commis- 
sion had been paid off, and in view af 
the fact that there would possibly be 
litigation before the judges it was im- 
probable that they should have to act 
further, The fact that the question 
being investigated had in part at least 
been disposed of by the House, would 
also make it improbable that they 
would further investigate it. He 
moved a resolution that all the papers 
be returned to the departments. 


Dr. Rutherford suggested that the 
Richards | commission should be discharged by 
the Premier and thought there was 
no need of that since they had been 
paid off. 
Mr. Puffer Speaks. 
Then W. I. Puffer arose, and in 


order to get an opportunity to speak 
moved the adjournment. His re- 
marks had reference to sums paid by 
the so-called “insurgents” of iast ses- 
sion to R. B. Bennett and other coun- 
sel before the A. & &G. W. Commis- 


sion, He said there were alarming 
rumors going around. The senior 
member for Calgary (Mr. Cushing) 


Was absent and during the last few 
days the junior member for Calgary 
(Mr. Bennett) had also retired, 
Certain members of the House, he 
had learned, were very dissatisfied 
with the actions of these gentlemen.

Mr, Speaker (amid cries of “Order’') 
“Do I understand that the honorable 
gentleman is making a charge against 
a member 

Wouldn't Make Charge. 

Mr. Puffer: “Il wouldn't have it ap- 
pear for a moment that I am making 
a charge, but I am voicing the dis- 
satisfaction of some of the honorable 
members, I merely wished to say 
that I think the House should adjourn, 
as the business cannot be carried on 
without these gentlemen, (Laughter 
and applause.) 

“I think it is a very serious mat- 
ter,” continued Mr. Puffer, “and I 
think the representatives of the peo- 
ple should Know ‘the facts."’ 

Getting Dough Without Bread. 

J. K, Cornwall then took the floor. 
He agreed with what the member for 
Lacombe had said The charge, in 
his opinion, was one of “getting the 
dough and not delivering the bread, 
and it was a very serious one.”

DELEGATES WAIT 
ON SIR WILFRID 


Occupied Four Hours in Presenting 
Memorials and Resolutions— 
The Premier's Reply. 


Ottawa, Dee, 16—Pight hundred 
delegates représenting the farmers of 
Canada, east and West, asembled at 
an early hour this morning in the 
House of Commons chamber, which 
was filled to overflowing. All the enb- 


inet ministers were present and many 
members and senators were mingled 
with the delegates. The premier was 
greeted with cheers on his arrival. The 
presentation of tn evarious memorials 
prepared and endorsed yesterday, par- 
ticularly that calling for reduction of 
the tariff, occupied the entire fore- 
noon. 

After listening for four hours to the 
resolutions, memorials and speeches, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier at two o'clock 
arose to reply. He was gretted with 
cheers. He. said he desired on be- 
half of the government and of par- 
liament to express his gratification at 
being asked to recelve such a repre- 
sentative delegation, They had no 
dcubt profited by the facts and views 
expressed, even if they did not snare 
them all. He noted that while the 
delegation represented all of the Do- 
minion it seemed to be the western 
spirit that prevailed. “We are,” he 
said, “prepared for the domination of 
the west at an early date. (Laughter.) 
The ideas of the we&st afte more ad- 
vanced and radical than of the enst. 
Of this we do not complain. 

In regard to tne memorials favoring 
government of utilities, Sir Wilfrid in- 
dicated that this attitude had not 
changed on that question. As to recl- 
procity, he said they were working 
in that direction now and admitted 
that the country would be immensely 
benefitted by free market for all 
natural products. He thought, how- 
ever, that a revision of the tariff 
should not be hurried. As for tne 
British preference, that was an integ- 
ral part of the government's policy. 
He encouraged the ®overnment own- 
ership idea so far as the Hudson Bay 
railway was concerned. 


AMENDMENTS TO

A deputation headed by C. W. Cross, 
M.P.P., waited on the attorney gen- 
eral this morning to request that the 
proposed amendments to the Delin- 
quent Children’s act be deferred un- 
til mext session.

It the pro- 
moters of 2 bank fail to organize it, 
then the money paid in has to be re- 
turned to the subscribers without any 
deduction for promotion fees or any 
other expense @xcept what is allowed 
by the subscribers themselves, 
May Change Shares. 


The bill also enables older banks, 
whose shares were fixéd at fifty dol- 
lars, to change them to shares of one
